Gast Bill Seeking 
MiOSHA's Repeal 


LANSING - State Rep. Harry 


Gast (R-St. Joseph) Friday in- 
troduced a bill to repeal the 
Michigan Occupational Safety 
and Health Act (MOSHA). 


Citing "bureaucratic harass- 


ment tactics," Gast said his bill 
would prohibit MOSHA from 
changing or exceeding federal 
regulations and thus avoid w:hat 
he characterized as "muck- 
raking by career bureaucrats" 
in the slate department of labor. 


"The 
outright repeal of 


MOSHA would save the state 
$3.5 million and eliminate 170 
bureaucrats from the slate 
payroll." Gast said, noting 


these 
figures 
came 
from 


department of labor director 
Keith Molin. 


Gast also introduced a pair of 


bills prohibiting promulgation 
of new rules on subject mailer 
not covered by federal regula- 
tions, and prohibiting adoption 
of standards by the state which 
are more strict than those on Ihc 
federal level. 


"I have laken these steps 


because Ihe Deparlmenl of 
Labor is promulgaling MOSHA 
rules without regard to common 
sense or the impact on our 
businesses and agricultural in- 


Storm 'Unplugs'

An example of the ridiculous 
extremes to which MOSHA tried 
to go was a recent attempt to 
require hardhats for employes 
picking cherries and apples 
because they might be bruised 
by the fruit, Cast said. 


"This is harassment, and I 


don't believe our business and 
agricultural industries look to 
our government for this kind of 
activity. These farmers and 
businessmen are living in fear, 
hoping for the best, and cons- 
tantly wondering what the 
government has in store for 
them." 


MOSHA actions give anyone 


in government a bad posture 
and put him in a bad light, Gast 
said. "The situation exists 
because 
a 
few 
career 


bureaucrats are trying to justify 
Iteir existence." 


Gast said the three bills are 


controversial. 1ml fell confident 
that al least one — prohibition 
of stricter standards than those 
of the federal government — 
had n good chance of passage.

WASHINGTON (AP) -.The 


House of Representatives, vot- 
ing to bar the use of sedcral 
money lo pay for abortions, may 
be setting up a rerun in 
Congress of last year's fight 
over (he issue. 


"We'll fight it in Ihe Senate 


and we'll beat it on the Senate 
floor," said Sen. Robert Pack- 
wood. R-Ore., after the vote 
Friday. 


"What 
this means 
very 


simply is thai rich women can 
have abortions and poor women 
will have babies, wiielhcr they 
want to have them or not." 


The House decision, by a 


margin of 201-155, would bar the 
use of federal money to promote 
or pay for abortions. Most 
abortions financed 
by 
the 


federal government are per- 
formed on poor women receiv-, 
ing Medicaid benefits. 


The House also agreed by 


mice vote lo limit the govern- 
ment's power to implement af- 
firmative aclion 
programs, 


used to make up for past 
discrimination against women 
and minorities. 


Both amendmenls were added 


to a S61.3 billion appropriations 
bill for the departments of 
Labor and Health, Education 
and Welfare. The measure was 
passed by voice vole. 


President Carter, who recom- 


mended a lower figure for Ihe 
departments, has indicaled Ihe 
House spending lolal is accep- 
table lo him. 


The abortion 
amendment, 


suggested by Rep. HUENHY 
\\Hyde, R-I11., was identiial lo 
one adopted by Ihe House last 
year 
when it 
passed 
an 


appropriations bill for the two 
agencies. 


The House retreated on the 


issue later when the Senate ob- 
jected. The final bill contained a 
provision banning the use of 
federal funds for abortions ex- 
cept when a woman's life was in 
danger. 


But the abortion provision 


adopted last year has never 
been implemented because of a 
court appeal claim! g it was 
discriminators'. The Supreme 
Court is not likely to hear the 
case before its recess in July 
and the bill will expire before- 
the court returns for its fall 
term. 


The Senate Appropriations 


Committee begins work Monday 
'on a Labor-HEW bill which 
conlains a provision permitting 
federally financed abortions to 
save a woman's life. 


If the full Senate adopts a bill 


different from the House ver- 
sion, a conference committee 
will be appoinled lo reconcile 
Ihe differences, as was Ihe case 
a year ago. 


The 
affirmative 
actioi; 


amendment was sufficiently 
controversial lhal HEW Secre- 
tary Joseph A. Califano Jr. lob- 
bied against its adoption. He 
said it would weaken the 
agency's power to enforce anti- 
discriminalion laws and reverse 
much of the progress in civil 
righls of the last 15 years. 


Offered by Rep. Robert S. 


Walker, R-Pa., Ihe amendment 
says no funds may be spent to 
enforce any ratio, quota or other 
numerical requirement related 
to race, creed, color, national 


origin or sex. It applies to 
employment and admissions 
policies. 


The amendmenl was cri- 


ticized -by a prominent women's 
group. 


"The vote on the Walker 


amendment further underlines 
the callous indifferenie of the 
majority of the Congress lo 
strivings of women and minori- 
ties lo achieve first-class ci- 
tizenship." said Audrey Rowe 
Colom of the National Women's 
Polilicai Caucus. 


Berrien Judge 
Gives Nod To

In the ruling, Hughes upheld a 


decision made in December by 
Bcrrien District Judge Ronald 
J. Taylor. Taylor granted a 
defense motion to quash a 
charge of illegal possession of a 
police radar detecting device in 
an auto against Raymon V. Hill, 
of St. Joseph township. The 
prosecution appealed the lower 
court ruling to Judge Hughes. 


Hughes stated in the opinion 


that the question presented in 
the case is whether the 1929 law 
banning the use of police radio 
monitors also, by implication 
and without amendment to the 
statute, bans the use of police 
radar monitors. 


Hughes answered: "In the 


terms of a Texas judge whose 
words (if not his name) have 
become immortal: 'You can't 
put a saddle on a duck and call 
it a horse.'" The word "radio" 
in the statute can't be substi- 
tuted for the word "radar," he 
stated. 


The charge against Hill was 


dismissed once, but he volun- 
tarily came forward to face the 
charges again in what his 
lawyers and Prosecutor John 
Smielanka called a "test.case" 
of the constitutionality of the 
law. Hill is a sales representa- 
tive for a company that dis- 
tributes the devices to local 
stores. 


The prosecutor and defense 


attorneys stated earlier that the 
test case would be appealed to 
the state court of appeals for a 
statewide ruling. Since then, 
according to Maloney, a bill has 
been introduced in the state 
Senate that would outlaw radar 
detectors.

Except for the small percentage of

Ztbe stock markets or reads The Wall 
-Street Journal column by column, or 
-both, an exciting financial struggle 
•has Jbeen going on for months in wes- 
Tterh Michigan. 
:"-,The fight involves the effort by An- 
derson. Clayton & Co., the nation's 
largest cotton brokers headquartered 
at Houston, Texas, to acquire ow- 
rnership of Gerber Products company 
;whose home office is at Fremont, a 
•.small country town some 30 miles 
•northeasterly from Muskegon. 


Gerber is even closer to home as 


Southwestern Michigan is defined. It 
;inakes baby pants in part of the old 
Warren Featherbone factory at Three 
Oaks. 


The company has been known better 


than half a century for the little jars of 
purecd fruits and vegetables as a 
staple in the diet of a baby past the 
weaning stage. 


Although Heinz and Squibb-Beech- 


nut got into this highly profitabletfood 
line in recent years, Gerber still might 
be called the baby food king of the 
world. 


It markets 60 per cent of the pureed 


product. 


Lately in response to the declining 


birth rate, it has branched into all 
kinds of articles associated with 
Bringing baby out of babyhood into 
childhood. This includes .the baby 
.pants output at Three Oaks and a 
wholly owned life insurance company 
'whose policies are pitched to young 
parents. 
'.? All this evolved from just another 
.country canning factory established 
years ago by the father of the late Dan 
Gerber who pushed the company into 
national prominence.

ROTC Program 
Popular Again 


Unfettered by an unpopular war, the 


Reserve Officer Training Corps is 
making a comeback from the depths it 
reached earlier in the decade. Between 
1967'and 1973, the number of cadets 
enrolled in Army ROTC dropped from 
165,430 to 33,220. 


Enrollment this year is at 54,671, not 


near its peak but a solid indication the 
distaste for anything military on cam- 
pus is declining. How-many of the new- 
crop of cadets will try for a career in 
the services is unknown, but with 
second lieutenants now starting at 
about $12,000 and the domestic job 
picture not yet thriving, youths 
enrolled in ROTC at least are holding 
open their options.

major newspapers since the Gerber 
board refused, to give its stockholders 
list to Anderson, Clayton. 


The Fremont management replied 


heatedly, 
both 
directly 
to 
the 


shareholders and by public adver- 
tisements. 


Nothing coming from this battery 


and counter battery cannonading, An- 
derson, Clayton publicly offered $40 a 
share to Gerber stockholders in April. 
At the time the stock was trading 
around $31-32 on the New York 
Exchange. 
' This produced the expected result of 
sizeable tenders. 


Immediately 
the 
Gerber 


management filed suit in the federal 
and Michigan courts to block the 
takeover. 


The suits are predicated on a claim 


of Anderson, Clayton being under the 
cloud of questionable payments to 
foreign government officials. The 
implication is plain that anyone in- 
dulging in payola is unfit to manage 
someone else's affairs. 


The present indication is this legal 


maneuvering can sidetrack the tender 
offer until at least October when an 
appeal by Anderson, Clayton is tenta- 
tively listed for a hearing; and perhaps 
even longer if further appeals by 


• either side are taken. 


This news was sufficient to knock 


\\'4 points off Gerber's listing on Wed- 
nesday. 


By itself this is no disaster for a high 


grade security but in the pre ent so-so 
market, any decline for whatever 
reason creates great anguish among 
the brokers. 


Bache-Halsey Stuart, one of the na- 


tion's larger stock and bond houses, 
experienced great pains. 


It fired off a telegram to the Gerber 


headquarters expressing "distress" 
with the management's "unexplained 
opposition to the proposed takeover." 


The message went on to say the 


management has an obligation to jus- 
tify its stand and to comment on the 
adequacy of the Anderson, Clayton 
offer. 


It concluded with the admonition 


that Bache-Halsey, Stuart would take 
whatever legal steps seem appropriate 
to protect its rights as a Gerber 
stockholder and those of its clients 
holding Gerber shares. 


This publicly circulated blast is 


highly unusual for a third party to take 
even though it is common practice for 
brokers to act as silent warriors in 
takeover battles. 


The ethical postures by both sides in 


a takeover struggle rarely reach the 
height of what is taught in Sunday 
school. 


Theoretically the stockholder being 


courted should be able to sift the wheat 
from the Chaff for himself. 


This is an art reserved for the 


sophisticate and even he is not im- 
mune to being taken in. 


Bache-Halsey, Stuart's move to 


serve as a Sunday school teacher 
simply indicates the intensity of this 
money struggle.

New Directions is so trans- 


fixed by "good names" that it 
has collected scores of poli- ' 
ticians. businessmen, finan- 
ciers, lawyers, union officials, 
academics, civic leaders, poli- 
tical activists and assorted do- 
gooders to adorn its letterhead. 


No self-respecting Washing- 


ton organization lacks a healthy 
list of "sponsors" or "advisors" 
to display on its stationery as a 
means 
of establishing 
its 


credentials and certifying its 
rcputability — but New Direc- 
tions has carried the practice 
beyond any logical limit. 


The group's 
first 
mass 


mailing seeking new members 
was encased in a large envelope, 
one side of which was totally 
covered with the titles of Its 
big-name backers. The result 
was a typographical melange 
neither 
attractive 
nor 


decipherable. 


The enclosures in that and 


several successive 
mailings 


contained the names of so many 
officers and members of the or- 
ganization's "governing board" 
and "council" that a special 
flap had to be added to the sta- 
tionery to list all the sponsors. 


New Directions' most recent 


mail appeal for members still 
includes the names and titles of 
no fewer than 123 such sup- 
porters, but they now are listed 
in smaller type and confined to 
the back page of a letter which 
identifies the 
organization's 


goals. 


The group's 
decision 
to 


emphasize issues instead .of 
celebrities is a welcome change 
because New Directions Is an 
organization which deserves a 
chance to gain the stature and 
support necessary to make it a 
contribution to the national 
dialogue on a series of crucial 
issues. 


Washington already has more 


than its share of citizen groups 
concentrating on virtually every 
imaginable domestic issue, as 
well as a handful of elite or- 
ganizations working in the 
foreign policy-national security 
sphere. But there is no broad- 
based institution whose con- 
cerns are focused on the inter- 
national arena. 


That is the specialty New 


Directions has chosen for itself, 
with initial emphasis on the is- 
sues of worldwide energy con- 
servation, nuclear proliferation, 
reduction 
of

Campus 1977: 


A Happy Place 


It is a pleasure to report that 


except for rising tuition and all 
other costs, the past academic 
year had an idyllic quality, a 
pleasure „, peculiar 
to 
my 


experiencec both as student and 
professor. 


I do not think that Dartmouth 


College was unique, though 
local storms of one sort or 
another may well have agitated 
this or that college. No. I think 
that the year just past, and, 
perhaps, to a lesser degree the 
year just before it. were the first 
really normal campus years 
within living memory. We seem 
to be entering upon an Era of 
Good Feeling. 


Perhaps not since the 1920s 


has teaching on a college cam- 
pus been such an unalloyed 
pleasure. 


Think back to the year 1929, 


the year of the Great Crash. "In 
the dark autumn," recalled 
Scott Fitzgerald, "we saw New 
York again. We passed through 
curiously polite customs agents, 
and then with bowed heads and 
hat in hand I walked reverently 
through the echoing tomb." The 
"Long Party" was over, and the 
grim 
years of the Great 


Depression began to unfold. 


Thereafter, the nation — and 


within it the college campus — 
passed through an extraor- 
dinary series of 
traumas, 


crises, and upheavals. You 
began to wonder whether there 
wTiuld ever be normal times 
again, and, indeed, whether 
normal was normal. 


Even if you could pay your 


fees, 
the 
prospects 
upon 


graduation were dim. So far as 
literature and the arts were 
concerned, 
the 
'Ms 
were 


dominated by a relentless left- 
wing moralism. W.H. Auden 
called it a "low, dishonest 
decade," and few would wish (o 
re-experience it. Bliss it ins not 
in that sunset to be alive, and, of 


course, war rumbled ever closer 
on 
the encircling horizon. 


The 
Second 
World 
War 


dominated the first of the 1940s. 
College existence was almost 
totally obliterated as the playing 
fields and the gymnasium floors 
echoed to the sound of marching 
feet. 


The second half of the 1940s 


was dominated by a recession, 
climaxed 
in 1950 by 
the 


outbreak of the Korean War. By 
that time, I was a college 
student 
myself, 
endlessly 


harassed by the draft, at length 
becoming a naval officer for five 
years. 


Then, after a fitful interlude 


under Eisenhower, we had the 
Witches Sabbath of the Sixties. 


By then a college professor, I 


saw some of my best students 
destroy themselves with LSD 
and other drugs, others submit 
themselves to assorted political 
furies. It was a snarling, stupid 
period, culminating in Water- 
gale. 


But the past year has been 


peculiarly sunlit. The academic 
work 
goes 
forward 
with 


seriousness and pleasure. Play 
seems 
spontaneous 
and 


reasonably innocent. 


Oh{ I know that this island nf 


light exists in a world in which 
the barbarians are on the move, 
a world in which Idi Amin's 
security force makes prisoners 
bludgeon other prisoners to. 
death and eat them. 


But maybe the circling bar- 


barians can really be held at 
bay. After all, we are so much 
abler than they are.

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New $2.2 Million BH Center Stands Idle 


Officials Seek 
Funds To Pay 
For Operation

Benton Harbor has a $2.2 


million recreation center stand- 
ing idle behind Benton Harbor 
' high school. 


Construction or the center is 


complete, but the two-level, 
28,0(10 square foot building is not 
equipped, and not a stroke has 
been swum in its Olympic size 
swimming pool. 


The major stumbling block to 


opening the center for use, ac- 
cording to city and school of- 
ficials, is determining how an 
estimated 1190,000 a year in 
operating costs and approxima- 
tely $55,500 in needed equip- 
ment will be paid. 


Meanwhile, the city has con- 


tinued to pay an average $800 a 
month since the building was 
completed in December for 
maintenance of the swimming 
pool and utilities, according to 
City Manager Melvin Farmer 
Jr. 


The J2.2 million in funds for 


construction of the center were 
secured by the city from state 
and federal sources and a 
$500,000 bond issued by the city. 
In 1975, when construction of the 
center was just beginning, the 
city and the schools signed an 
agreement promising to .share 
the operating costs for the 
center. 


The center includes a 82.6 foot 


(25 meters) by 42 foot swim- 
ming pool, administrative of- 
fices, locker and shower rooms, 
a handball court, and storage 
and lounge areas. 


Farmer said members of the 


city commission and a commit- 
tee .from the school board have 
been meeting recently to deter- 
mine how operating and equip- 
ment costs will be paid.

Farmer, is a division of operat- 
ing costs based on the amount of 
time the center is used by either 
the schools or the city. Under 
that proposal, the school would 
pay for operating costs during 
the day when it uses the center 
for classes and the city would 
pas' wlien the center is open for 
community use at night. • 


Farmer said the city and 


school officials are currenth 
looking at September for an 
opening date at the center. The 
center can't be opened before 
that, he said , because it can't 
be used by the schools during 
the summer and equipment 
must still be purchased and in- 
stalled. 


The proposal to divide the use 


of the center between the school 
and the city must also be

(DNR), 
which 


supplied the initial grant of

center. The DNR reruires that 
the center must be open for 
public use and must approve the 
usage formula the city and 
school comes up with. Farmer 
said. 


While Benton Harbor city 


commissioners' opinions on the 
recreation center vary, a survey 
of the nine members of the 
commission reveal that while 
all feel the community needs a 
recreation center, they also feel 
that it's a financial obligation 
the city can't afford. 


"I think it's an obligation that 


is overshadowed by some of the 
other financial responsibilities 
of the city," Mayor Joel Patter- 
son said. "In our minds, the 
recreation center is one item 
that is not on the top line of 
•priorities." Patterson said the 
police and firemen's pension 
fund and last year's fiscal 
deficit are two problems the city 
must face that take precedent 
over funding for the recreation 
center. 


"In my judgment, it's strictly 


a matter of money, not a matter 
of desire," Commissioner Ar- 
nold Bolin said. "We'd like to 
sec it in use as soon as possible. 
But when the doors open, 
somebody has to be able to pay 
the bills."

Other 
commissioners 


disagree with the location of the 
atreation center: 


"It looks like the school sys- 


tem got themselves a new 
building," 
Commissioner 


Charles Yarbrough said. "I was 
against the center at that loca- 
tion from the start. It's a needed 
facility, but I think the city was 
used. There's nothing else we 
can do now, so we might as well 
get as much out of it as possi- 
ble." 


And some-commissioners feel 


the recreation center is an 
obligation passed on to them by 
the administration of former 
Mayor Charles Joseph: 


"It's something the current 


administration is saddled with 
from the previous administra- 
tion." Commissioner Norval 
Weiss said. "And wu just don't 
have the money. If you take a 
look at the financial situation at 
that time (during Joseph's ad- 
ministration), it was even worse 
then." 


"I do think it is a necessary 


project, but it was never made 
clear 
how 
it 
should 
be 


implemented between the city 
and the schools," Commissioner 
Alfred Williams said. "We 
should have had that unders- 
tanding in the planning stages. 
Now we have a lot of money in- 
vested and nobody knows the 
results for the future. We have 
too much invested not to put in 
into operation." 


Another problem having an 


influence on getting the recrea- 
tion center open is the defeat of 
the Benlon Harbor area schools 
millage in the June 13 election, 
according to Larry Rankens, 
group director of business and 
finance for the schools. While no 
part of the millage was ear- 
marked for operating funds for 
the recreation center. Rankens 
said the millage defeat has to 
cause the schools to examine all 
expenditures carefully. "The 
defeat of the millage proposal 
changes the financial picture." 
he said. "We'll have to lake a 


close look at it." 


In addition to the estimated 


8190,000 a year in operating 
costs, another $55,000 is still 
needed to furnish equipment for 
the center, according to Larry 
Nielsen, Benton Harbor recrea- 
tion director. 


The $55,000 is needed to 


purchase lockers, furniture, 
equipment for the pool and 
exercise rooms, and fur ins- 
tallation of walls for a handball 
court, according to Nielsen. 


The estimated annual $190,000 


budget for operating costs will 
go 
for 
utilities, 
pool 


maintenance, a staff of eight 
people, and contracted custodial 
and security services, Nielsen 
said. 


The dream of a community 


recreation center first surfaced 
publicly as one of the platform 
planks in former Mayor Charles 
Joseph's campaign for mayor in 
1971. Construction of the center 
edged towards reality in 1974, 
wtien the state DNR awarded 
the initial 8500.000 grant for 
construction. 


The city later secured funding 


from 
the 
U.S. 
Economic 


Development Administration, 
$400,000; federal Model Cities 
and Community Development 
funds. $720.000; Berrien county 
revenue sharing. $80,000, and 
the local bond issue. $500.000. 


The city sold the $500,090 


general obligation bonds in May 
and will have paid $241,00 in to- 
tal interest when the bond issue 
is amortized in the early 1990's, 
according to Joseph Christoffel, 
city finance director.

nership of the recreation center. 
The city will pay the building 
authority rent for use of the 
recreation center. The rent 
money-, estimated at 825.000 to

they did medical and construc- 
tion work. Their only means of 
transportation to most places 
was by foot or canoe. 


"New Guinea can be called 


primitive only in comparison 
with 
western 
culture 
and 


sophistication," 
Williams 


explained? "They do not have 
the luxuries that we call neces- 
sities, but I feel that life over 
there has vast advantages over 
life here in many ways." 


The couple did encounter an 


area which was sociologically 
primitive. Its people had not yet 
developed a village structure. A 
three-generation family with 30 
members living in one house, 
with 10 miles of jungle separat- 
ing them from the next family 
in a similar condition. 


While in NcN Guinea Don and 


Merric Lyn slept in thatched 
houses and ate the native foods. 
They washed their clothes and 
bathed in the rivers. Merrie Lyn 
was the first white woman to 
enter several villages which 
they visited. 


Over 700 dialects are spoken 


in New Guinea, but most of the 
people can speak or understand 
pidgin 
English 
(Nco- 


Melanesian). The Williamses 
had to rely on their developing 
skills in pidgin when, after only 
a few weeks in the country, they 
wire sent for a three-week pa- 
trol with national companions, 
none of whom spoke English. 
"We learned fast!" according to 
Williams, for whom facility in 
the language was necessary 
because he had to preach. 


"It sot to the place where we 


uttuld even converse with each 
other partly in pidgin and partly 
in English 
— it wouldn't 


register which." 


Later the couple spent two 


months living by themselves 
just outside an isolated native 
ullage. "Our house," Williams 
said, "though big by New 
Guinea standards, was made of 
native materials. We ate the 
food that was available in the 
area (except for a few goodies 
we had brought in). 


"From this base we look 


several 
'walkabouts' 
to 


surrounding villages to do mis- 
sion and welfare work. 1 also 
had the opportunity to develop 
and hold a series of meetings for 
the national church workers in 
the area (100 square miles). 


"Besides helping with the 


regular evening and morning 
worships and Sabbath services, 
ue also held literacy classes, a 
sewing class, and took care of a 
few medical needs. 


"Each day began with the 


jungle alarm — the sound of a 
thousand parrots. After worship 
we wxiuld steal down to the air- 
strip a half mile away to see if

month in New Guinea. 


"We'd already gone as far 


back in the bush as we thought 
possible." Merrie Lyn said. 
"We wre flown in and dropped 
off at a small grass air strip, 
and 1 felt as if we being left 
forever when the little plane 
disappeared from sight. 


"We decided to walk and 


canoe seven hours further back 
to a small village It was a hard 
trip through the tangled, muddy 
forest. When we arrived at 
dusk, we were immediately 
summoned to see Ihe chief's 
wife. She seemed very ill — 
pale and feverish — but it was 
hard to tell any mure in the 
darkness. The local men were 
working strange incantations 
over her. The native pastor with 
us told them we could not pray 
for her if they continued such 
things. 


"As we prepared to go, I no-. 


liced an ulcer the size of a soft- 
ball on her shoulder blade area. 
I knew it would have to be 
lanced and I slept restlessly, 
thinking of what they might 
blame on us if she became 
worse or even died during the 
night. 


"We were up at daybreak and 


- 1 had by now talked my husband 


into doing the surgery. Unfor- 
tunately my plans were des- 
troyed when, on the way down 
the notched pole from our stilt- 
ed hut, he.tripped and sprained 
his ankle very badly. 


"While he soaked In a cool 


stream. I did my duty and 
loaded the woman up on mild 
antibiotics thai we had carried

along. By the time we left the 
next morning, she had been up 
to the outhouse and had eaten a 
little breakfast. 


"My husband was carried 


back on a stretcher the entire 
seven.hour walk, which seemed 
unfair to me! 


"We returned several months 


later to find that the woman had 
indeed gotten better, but after 
some time had had a relapse. 
Her relatives did not find it 
necessary to take her to the 
nearest aid station. - and she 
died." ' 


Merric Lyn found that'thcir 


main problem in New Guinea 
"was convincing the nationals 
that we sincerely wanted to be 


their 
equals, 
not 
their 


superiors. This just took time 
and patience." 


Surprising as H may seem, 


both Don and Merrie Lyn felt 
that the adjustment in coming 
back to the United States was 
greater than that of settling in 
New Guinea. 


"There was something in the 


pace of life which lent itself to a 
feeling of mil-being," Williams 
said. "I think, especially in my 
case, the challenge that came in 
all areas of life helped to make 
life there ve'ry meaningful. 


The Williams now live in 


Mount Pleasant where he is 
pastor of the Mount Pleasant 
Seventh-day Advcnlist church.

DEAR DR. LAMB — I would 


appreciate it if you would give 
me some help with my problem. 
For some time now when ever I 
get hungry I get real nervous 
and find myself getting sick if I 
don't get something to eat right 
away. The doctor says 1 have 
low blood sugar. Is this a 
serious condition and is it in any 
way connected to diabetes? 


Is there anything special I 


should eat or not eat? Please 
help me if you can. 


DEAR READER — There are 


many people who think they 
have 
low 
blood 
sugar 


(hypoglycemia) who really do 
not. It is an over-diagnosed 
condition and frequently a self- 
diagnosed illness. Many people 
who 
think 
they 
have 


hypoglycemia really have an- 
xiety. 


The only way the diagnosis 


can be properly made is to 
demonstrate 
the low blood 


sugar level at the time typical 
symptoms occur. Many normal 
people have low blood sugar 
readings with no symptoms at 
all. There are several books sold 
to the general public — some by 
well-known names of people 
wlio are self-appointed experts 
who have no 
professional 


background at all — that adds to 
the public confusion. 


If you really have symptoms 


related to low blood sugar you 
should avoid all concentrated 
sweets. Avoid the starches and 
get your carbohydrates from 
fresh raw fruit, and vegetables. 
Increase the protein and fat in 
your diet. To give you more in- 
formation on what to eat and 
what not to eat I am sending you 
The Health Letter number 3-9, 
Low 
Blood 
Sugar: 


Hypoglycemia. Others who want 
this information can send 50 
cents with a long, stamped, 
self-addressed envelope for it. 


Real 
hypoglycemia 
is 
a 


symptom. It can be caused by 
many different things. It occurs 
as a complication after some 
cases of partial removal of the 
stomach in ulcer patients. This 
is associated with "dumping" 
Ihp gastric contents into the 
small intestine and stimulating 
;j faulty release or over-produc- 
tion of insulin. 


A faulty release of insulin, the 


hormone that lowers blood 
stmar. may be related to an 
early stage of diabetes. The 
faulty release of insulin at the 
wrong time may be followed by 
inadequate release of insulin at 
Jill and diabetes later on. 


Another 
rare 
cause 
of 


hypoglyccmia is a small tumor 
of the islets of Langcrhans. the 
tissue that produces insulin. 
When this is the case the 
hypoelycemia may occur in the 
fasting state. Many other forms 
of hypoglycemia occur afler 
eating and are called reaction 
hypoglyci'mia.

or 


secondary 
hypoglycemia. 


Clearly any meaningful form of 


treatment must be directed 
toward finding the real cause 
and not just treating the symp- 
'toms. 


Among dietary considerations 


in people who have reactive 
hypoglycemia is to avoid sweet 
liquids, coffee, alcohol and 
cigarettes. Eating smaller more 
frequent meals may also help. 
Fat and protein are emptied 
more slowly from the normal 
stomach; that is why they are 
emphasized instead of car- 
bohydrates. 


Nervousness may be as- 


sociated with a release of 
adrenaline. 
The 
excess 


adrenaline helps to raise yoiir 
blood 
glucose 
level. 
But 


adrenaline may also be released 
because of anxiety and that is 
where all the confusion in diag- 
noses begins.

Environmentalists have op- 


posed construction of the plant 
because of its ocean-side loca-

life.

plant site May 1 in a mass 
demonstration that ted to the 
arrest of 1,414 persons on tres- 
passing charges. 


Environmental groups say

Carpenter, reached by phone 


in Narragansett, said he was 
part of a three-member com- 
mittee selected by the EPA to

found in samples of human 
hair, fish, soil, water and 
plants near the White Chemical 
Co. of Bayonne, N.J., and a 
Hexcel Corp. plant in nearby 
Sayre. 


Immediate tests were or- 


dered to determine 
health 


hazards to persons living and 
working in the area. 


Both 
plants 
make 
PBB 


(polybrominaled biphenyl) for 
export to European nations. In 


1976 
the two plants manufac- 


tured a totel of about 1 million 
pounds of the industrial flame 
retardant. 


The White plant employs 


about 120 persons and Hexcel 
about 55. 


Traces also were found near 


the Standard T Co., a Staten 
Island plant which formerly 
used PBB for coating wire 
products. 


In 1973, PBB wa's inadver- 


tently mixed with animal feed 
in Michigan, 
contaminating 


dairy herds. Persons living on 
some of the farms suffeed 
nervous disorders and skin

Until the New Jersey and 


New York tests, no sign of un- 
controlled PBB had been found 
in the environment since the 
Michigan incident.

Ed- 
ward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
beads the subcommittee. 


The FDA proposed the ban 


last March on the strength of an 
earlier Canadian study showing 
a link between cancer and 
laboratory animals fed huge 
amounts of saccharin. 


FDA spokesman Wayne Pines 


sad Friday the new study 
"clearly draws an association 
between using saccharin and 
bladder cancer in humans." 


Pines said most of the 130,000 


persons who contacted the FDA 
to comment on the proposed ban 
have opposed the move.

CHICAGO (AP) — Nine persons have been accused by 


the federal government of concocting illesae-soybean deals 
Ml the Chicago Board of Trade, the nation's biggest com- 
modity exchange. 


The government said such schemes are a "multimillion 


dollar problem" that have been going on at commodity 
exchanges for as long as 20 years. On commodity 
exchanges, brokers speculate in "futures." For example, a 
broker makes a deal to buy a load of c-orn or soybeans at 
today's price and. in effect, bets that the price will be 
higher when he sells it long before the corn is ready to be 
brought to market. lie never intends to take delivery. 


Seven prominent brokers, a solicitor and one investor 


wwe named in the charges. 


One of the brokers named, Robert N. Meyer Jr., totally 


blind, uses a guide dog to make his rounds at the Board of 
Trade, the building on LaSalle Street in Chicago where the 
nation's biggest commodities "futures" deals are made. 
He also was named as the government's key informant and 
was a defendant in only one count of the lengthy and 
complex indictments. 


Another defendant, Richard C. Groover, is a wealthy 


broker who Hies daily to Chicago from Lake Geneva. Wis., 
an affluent resort community where he maintains a 
penthouse and two other residences. 


Outlined in the accusations are schemes that include 


making fictitious trades and "bucketing." an illegal device 
that Skinner said allows brokers to make trading profits 
without risk at the expense of clients. 


It involves the buying or selling of futures contracts at 


prices mat were set in earlier trading. 


At a news conference. Skinner said it would be accurate 


to describe bucketing as "somewhat like being able to bel 
with a bookie after you know the outcome of the race."

"Then we would 
be placed in the tenuous position 
of having to justify that idiocy." 


The Rules Committee has 60 


days to act on proposed rules of 
any sort. Its time on the DNR's 
first proposed ban would have 
run out Saturday. But Turney 
said the new proposal with the 
new date would be resubmitted 
soon, possibly as early as today, 
giving the committee another 60 
days to act. 


If no action is taken to reject 


the rules, they win automatic 
approval. They would take ef- 
fect later, after the attorney 
general and secretary of state 
have reviewed them, and the 
Natural Resources Commission 
given its final okay.

gent industry' is expected to im- 
mediately challenge Ihe ban in 
court.

Thousands of Americans poured 
into Rome today to be on hand 
when Pope Paul VI proclaims 
sainthood for John Neumann, 
who will become the United 
States' first male saint. 


zvatican sources said more 


than 20,000 Americans arc ex- 
pected in St. Peter's Square 
Sunday when the Pope will 
order the former bishop of 
Philadelphia "inscribed in the 
Catalogse of Saints." 


An 
estimated 
10,000 


Americans had arrived by 
Friday, 
including 
5,000 


Philadelphians led by Mayor 
Frank Rizzo and John Cardinal 
Krot. Some 95 U.S. bishops and 
cardinals are expected. 


Neumann, fourth bishop of 


Philadelphia when he died in 
1860, emigrated to New York 
from 
what 
is 
now 


Czechoslovakia in 183«. He 
arrived with a dollar, in his 
pocket and a burning ambition 
to become a priest, church of- 
ficials said. 


In desperate need of Ger- 


manspeaking priests for im- 
migrants, Bishop John Dubois 
of New York ordained Neumann 
a priest only 23 days after his 
arrival. 


Just over five feet tall and 


frail, Neumann became known 
for his tireless work with the 
poor in New York state and later 
for a vast church and school 
building program in Pennsyl- 
vania, Delaware and New Jer- 
sey. 


The canonization ceremony 


ends an investigation 
into 


Bishop Neumann's life that was 
launched in 1886 by his succes- 
sor. Archbishop Patrick Ryan. 


After the ceremony. Bishop 


Neumann's life will be held as a 
model for Roman Catholics, who 


will be invited to pray to him. 
Mass can be said in his honor 
and churches dedicated to him. 


Two of three persons who said 


they recovered from terminal 
illnesses after praying to the 
bishop are expected to attend 
the ceremonies. 


One is an Italian woman, Eva 


Benassi. who said she was 11 
when she recovered from acute 
internal inflammation in 1921 
after praying to the bishop. The 
other, Michael Flanigan of 
Philadelphia, said he recovered 
from a usually fatal form of 
bone cancer in 1963 after pray- 
ire to Bishop Neumann- 


Neumann's appointment as 


bishop of Philadelphia in 1852 
was opposed by many who were 
offended by his simple ways and 
felt 
his 
heavily 
accented 


English would alienate Irish 
Catholics. 
, 


Neumann traveled by foot and 


mule to the remotest parts of his 
diocese, sometimes sleeping 
outdoors. 


Reporting back from a visit to 


the United States in 1854, Italian 
Archbishop Gaetano Bedini 
described Neumann as holy, but 
added: 


"He is a little below the im- 


portance of that very distin- 
guished city — not as regards 
doctrine or zeal or piety but 
owing to his shabby looks and 
slovenly manners... 


"Philadelphia, a large cits, 


rich, intelligent, lively and of 
importance,' can undoubtedly 
deserve a different type of 
bishop."

LANSING. Mich. (AP) — The

Michigan 
Gains In 
U.S. Aid 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) - 


Michigan got a lot more federal 
grant money in 1976 than the 
previous fiscal year, pushing it 
up a notch in the ranking of aid 
received by the 50 states. 


Gov. 
William Milliken said 


Friday federal aid to Michigan's 
state and local governments for 
a variety of programs increased 
by more than J500 mUlin, or 23.8 
per cent, from fiscal 1975 to fis- 
cal 1976. 


That compares to an 18.9 per 


cent hike in the total federal aid 
available 
to 
all 
states. 


Michigan's tolal amounted to 
4.42 per cent of the $59.1 billion 
available to stales last year. 


For several years, Milliken 


said, Michigan ranked sixth in 
the nation in the level of federal 
aid it got. But last year it sur- 
passed Texas to move up to fifth 
place. 


States getting more federal 


grant money than Michigan 
were New York, California, 
Pennsylvania and Illinois, in 
that order. 


Milliken credited the increase 


in aid to special efforts by state 
government. 


A spokesman for Milliuen 


said the state still ranks near 
the bottom in overall federal 
spending in Michigan compared 
to taxes and other payments 
sent to Washington by state ci- 
tizens. Such spending includes 
salaries for federal prison and 
military personnel and funding 
fr special federal projects. 


such as legislative appropria- 
tions, toward establishing the 
prison. 


Bui a preliminary' injunction 


issued Friday by Corsiglia says 
only that the state cannot exer- 
cise its option to buy the St. 
Augustine Seminars' site or take 
any steps to physically alter it, a 
court official said. 


The injunction will remain in 


effect until a trial-on whether 
the state violated the freedom of 
information and open meetings 
law during deliberations on the 
proposed prison. Corsiglia has 
said the trial could be held in 
July. 


Alt}'- Gen. Frank Kelley 


sought a less sweeping injunc- 


tion to give the state the "grea- 
test possible flexibility" in 
finding quick answers to prison 
overcrowding. 


Earlier this week, a legisla- 


tive committee apparently ig- 
nored the original court order 
and voted to recommend spend- 
ing about $4.2 million to buy and 
renovate the seminary.

Atlanta — may be the lasl cilies lo do so. 
• In the future, national Olympic commiliees may be Ihe 
bidders — and may spread the Games around. 


The plan was approved in principle Friday by the Inter- 


national Olympic Committee. But nobody was prepared to 
say exactly how it is expected to work. 


.Hie new idea was prompled by the growing cost of stag- 


ing the Games. They nave .become so expensive thai the 
I(K' fears ii is approaching a slage where no city will be 
able to afford them. 


It means one of tlie fundamcnla! principles of Ihe Olym- 


pics is Ixing changed. When Baron Pierre de Couberlin 
revived the Olympics in 1896. they were inlended to be 
staged in a city—just as the ancienl Games In Greece were. 
H has been a part of Ihe rules ever since. 


Bids for Ihe 1984 Games have lo be submiited by next Oct. 


31. The U.S. National Olympic Commillectis expected lo 
give its backing to an American city to bid for the Games, 
and mosl IOC meml>ers expecl il lo be Los Angeles. 


Other American cities which have shown interest are 


Atlanta. Miami. Washington. D.C., Chicago and New York* 


Tehran had posted its intenlion of bidding, bul sports 


" officials there have since said it will not go ahead. 


The IOC approved one major change for 19S4. Whatever 


city gets Ihc Games will not have lo hasgle with television 
companies. The IOC itself will negotiate for the television 
rk'hts. 


Moscow has sold the rights for the 1980 Games to the

The new deal begins with the 


1978 seas™ and calls for a sub- 
stantial increase in the number 
of games that will be televised. 
It is the first four-year contract 
the NCAA has agreed to in 
college 
football's 
25-year 


television history and brought a 
record price lag of SI 18 million 
for the four-year period. 


"We think it's the biggest 


agreement in TV history," said 
Tom Hansen, assistant execu- 
tive director of the NCAA, 
speaking 
from 
NCAA 


headquarters in Kansas City. 
"We don't know for certain but 
everyone involved in these 
negotiations believes there's 
never been a bigger one." 


ABC has had exclusive rights 


to NCAA football since 1966, 
usually signing two-year con- 
tracts. The current contract, 
covering the 1976-77 seasons, 
brought the NCAA $18 million 


per year from ABC. 


The NCAA Television Com- 


mittee, chaired 
by Seaver 


Peters of Dartmouth, negotiated 
the deal with ABC. The Com- 
mittee polled the NCAA mem- 
bership and discovered that a 
majority of member schools 
were in favor of an expanded 
package even though in-stadium 
attendance at some sites might 
suffer. 


The idea is to limit the major 


schools to the same number of 
appearances as the current 
contract — no more than five 
appearances over a two-year 
period — but to provide more 
schools a share of the television 
revenue. Schools appearing on a 
national telecast get $250,000 
each 
and 
teams

regionally get $190.000 apiece 
under the current contract. The 
NCAA said it has not calculated 
how much each school will get 
tinder the new deal but it will 
probably be more.

Both CBS and NBC had shown 


interest in obtaining at least a 
share of the package but ABC. 
with the right of first refusal, 
chose to accept the whole 
package. 


"We are delighted that, des-

networks to participate in the

football series, the 


NCAA has elected to remain 
exclusively with ABC," said 
Kiwne Arledge, president of 
ABC Sports in a written 
statement. 


The new deal represents a 40 


per cent 
increase 
in 
ap- 


jjearances over the current one. 
Currently ABC televises 13 
games nationally and that 
figure will not change under the 
new deal. There will be a subs- 
tantial increase in regional 
games, however, from 28 games 
to 45 per season. This will result 
in more regional weekends and 
douhlelwaders. 


"We will realize more than a 


* per cent increase annually in 
the number of opportunities for 
teams to appear on television." 
said Peters. "Tliere have been 


requests to spread television 
benefits among more members 
and this has been done, but the 
key element in accomplishing 
this has been to provide more 
appearance opportunities for 
individual colleges so they gain 


added benefits by appearing on 
television through the merits on 
their own programs." 


In addition, ABC will televise

tor John Thompson Jr. said he 
could "live with" the second- 
degree murder conviction of A! 
Lewis, although he was "not too 
pleased" the jury did not find 
Lewis guilty of 
first-degree 


murder in the Nov. 10 di'ath of 
Bettye McCasler. 


The jury of seven men and 


five women wrestled with the 
verdict for more than six hours 
hefore deciding Friday to con-

vicl Lewis, J7. 


Lewis was scheduled for sen- 


tencing June 24. The sentence' 
could range from probation to 
life imprisonment. 


Lewis' brother, Quincy, said 


the defendant would appeal.

10 who were in the classroom 
during the shooting — took the 
witness stand during the four-, 
day trial. Three of them iden- 
tified Lewis as the man who shot 
their teacher. 


One other child, 
not 
a 


member of the class, said Lewis 
was the man he directed to the 
teacher's room. 


A friend of Lewis. Fatima 


Fakir, spoke with the defendant 
as he left the courtroom Friday. 
Fakir later told reporters Lewis 
was "remorseful, that's what he 
is. He's very sorry for the 
children that had to be in- 
volved." 


Many of the children were 


uneasy about appearing in 
court. 


Fred Mrozek, 8. jiggled in his 


chair and look a deep breath 
before saying Lewis was the 
man who "walked in and said 
Mr. Klein (the school principal) 
wanted her. Then he pulled out 
the gun and shot her." 
- 


One little girl, despite ins- 


tructions to answer "yes," was 
so frightened she only nodded 
her head up and down. Another 


/ smiled constantly but hid her 


face behind her hands. 


Others left the courtroom in 


tears.. 


Many of the youngsters are 


undergoing special counseling 
to 
prevent 
permanent 


psychological 
damage as a 


result of witnessing the shoot- 
ing. 


The prosecution argued in 


closing statements that its case 
was overwhelming even without 
tbe children's testimony. 


The defense countered that 


the identifications were "not 
definite" and might have been 
prompted by news coverage of 
the case or parents, police or the 
prosecution. 


I.mis"distress sho\«Kl he did 


not intend to kill, the defense 
argued further. 


The jury twice requested 


Recorder's Court Judge Pa- 
tricia Boyle to spell out the 
differences among first-ami 
second-degree 
murder 
and 


manslaughter. 


She explained at length that 


jurors must Find premeditation 
in order to find Lewis guilty in 
the first degree. Proof of malice 
or intent to kill was necessary 
for conviction of murder in the 
First or second degree, she said; 
while a manslaughter convic- 
tion docs not involve malice. 


The jury also requested a 


rereading of testimony of two 
friends who were with Lewis 
before the shooting. 


Colleen Scott, one of those 


friends, said Lewis had come to 
her with a gun and told her he 
soon would be "six feet under or 
behind gray prison walls." 


Quincy Lewis said after the 


trial that his brother "couldn't 
have had a fair trial in Detroit. 


"The jury did not understand 


the law of Michigan," he added. 


One of Lewis' lawyers said he 


thought other attorneys would 
handle the appeal. Lewis tried 
to fire his chief counsel, Wilfred 
Rice, and Rice's associates 
during the trial but was not 
permitted to do so. 


The lawyers did challenge the 


judge's use of examples, during 
her explanations Friday, par- 
ticularly

manslaughter 
in

a 


woman often beaten by her 
husband and threatened with 
another beating pulls out a gun 
and shoots him.

It's true that if you find extra 


storage space in your home, it 
will be filled to capacity before 
very Ions.

"People are saying we must be joking when they learn of the requirements." said Robin 
Fclburg, an associate planner for the county. "They tell us we are putting salamanders before 
people, but we felt we could preserve the salamander's habitat without unusual restrictions."

Look at all the space 
under.it, just waiting to be oc- 
cupied by shelves or a closet or 
both. If you don't have a 
basement, the chances are the 
main utility room has plenty of 
wall space for shelves or 
cabinets. Whenever you spot a 
place that is a likely candidate 
for utilization, write it down. 
Later, as you look over the list 
you can decide which project 
gets priority. 


Don't overlook the garage as a 


site for additional storage 
space. While many garages 
have a few shelves, there 
usually is plenty of wall space 
left for additional shelves. And 
when there is a need for a 
storage area for bulky items, 
you can hang large shelves from 
the upper framework. Finally, 
the area between the top of the 
car and the garage ceiling can 
be used to build a kind of crawl 
space or floor, which can be 
reached with a folding stair-

many products on the market designed to provide metal with a 
protective coating. The most commonly used is paint. If every inch 
' of a metal object is covered with paint, air cannot get to it and 
there is no rust. Yet we all have seen painted, outdoor metal fur- 
niture that is rusty. How did it get that way? Because, perhaps, a 
chair tipped over and developed a small scratch or break in the 
paint — a mar so tiny it may not have been noticed. 


The other way is when paint wears away over a period of time or 


chips or flakes on its own. 


Periodic inspections will reveal a break in time to close it before 


corrosion takes efect. 


When metal is painted many people skip the important first step 


— the use of a metal primer. It is the primer which acts to neu- 
tralize the spreading action of the rust should the topcoat of paint 
be nicked. 


Once rust has gained headway, the corroded area should be 


scraped, steel wooled. sanded or whatever is necessary to remove 
as much of it as possible. There are various rust-removing 
preparations that will assist this action, but never overlook the 
importance of the preliminary cleaning moves. 


In repainting metal which had been attacked by rust, use one of 


the rust-inhibiting paints. Some are designed as undercoats, some 
as final coats. And if you want to obtain the most effective results, 
follow label instructions to the iettter.

Congress making it clear that 
under the Civil Rights Act of

But the Supreme Court, in a 


7-2 decision Thursday, ruled 
that employers are not required 
to give an employe certain days 
off because of religious beliefs if 
a seniority system liars such 
aceommod'ation or if such action 
would amount to preferential 
treatment. 


"In the absence of clear sta- 


tutory language or legislative 
history to the contrary', we will 
not readily construe the statute 
to require an employer to 
discriminate

employes in order to enable 
others to observe their sab- 
balh," Justice Byron White said 
in the majority opinion.

BEVERLY SILLS, 


SUPERSTAR 


Her debut came at age 3, and ever since, 


despite a life underlined by personal tragedy, she has 
been singing, dancing and talking her way to the top.

When Beverly Sills did a soft-shoe with 


Danny Kaye on his TV special. Look In at 
the Met. she astonished everyone with the 
snap she put into the act. When she tap- 
danced with Carol Burnett on a TV special 
entitled Sills and Burnett of the Met, she 
again stopped the show with her flashy foot- 
work. 


But it's not what Beverly SiDs does with 


fier feet that makes her one of the highest- 
paid performers in the world. It's what she 
does with her voice. Known as "America's 
Queen of Opera," she is celebrated for her 
flawless coloratura, which in Italian means 
"coloring" and in music means the florid 
trills, scales and runs used to display a 
singers skills. 


The Brooklyn-bom diva sings operatic 


arias the way an acrobat rums somersaults: 
When Time did a cover story on her in 
1971, the headline read: "The Fastest Voice 
Alive." Her recordings are perennial best 
sellers, and in New York she is so popular 
that one critic has placed her at the top of 
tftfaty's tourist attractions — way ahead of 
such things as the Statue of Liberty or the 
Empire State Building. 


"I was 48 on May 26, and I've been in the 


public eye all my life," she says with an ex- 
uberant smile that fills the room with sun- 
shine. She is talking in the living room of her 
spacious apartment overlooking New York's 
Central Park. It is decorated in colors that 
complement her flaming red hair. The 
phone rings constantly, and her husband. 
>ig&cd newspaper executive Peter Green- 
ough, stalks the foyer, awaiting the morning

mall that averages 500 letters a week from 
her adoring fans.. 


"I started singing at age three on a radio 


show called Uncte Bobs Rainbow Hour, and 
I've been singing ever since," she recaOs. 
"Its going to be very difficult to know when 
to quit. It's like hitting a home run and hear- 
ing all those cheers from the crowd — it gets 
in your Wood. I've hit a lot of home runs, 
and when the cheering stops, it won't be 
easy to give it up." 


The cheers from the crowd show no signs 


of stopping. Her calendar Is solidly booked 
through 1980. and she expects to do 100 
performances a year over the next three 
years. In 1978 she will sing In world pre- 
mieres of operas written by American com- 
posers in San Diego, Houston and New 
York. "Everything about them will be Amer- 
ican," she says. "The cast, the crew, the 
composers — everything. There's a tremen- 
dous interest in opera in this country. I 
haven't sung to anything less than a soldout 
house In six years. And that's not just In the 
big cities. I'm talking about places like Orlan- 
do, Fla., and Topeka, Kan., where 4,500 
people jammed in for my last concert." 


One reason for her enormous success is 


that she Is a rare combination of a singer 
who can act and an actress who can sing. A 
Broadway or Hollywood .star could learn a 
lot from her about what inflection to put into 
a lyric or a dramatic line from a script. She's 
a perfect showwoman whose roots in the 
business go 45 years deep. Her weekly ap- 
pearances at age three on that kiddie radio 
show were followed by regular appearances 
on the popular Major Bouies Family Hour. 
At age seven, in an era of Wunderkmder 
like Shirley Temple and Judy Garland, 20th 
Century-Fox tried to make a movie star out 
of her, and she sang in a film called Uncle 
Sol Solves It. starring Willy Howard. By age

12 she had a continuous role in a soap 
opera called Our Gal Sunday. 


"I was also known for my singing of the 


Rinso White commercial jingle — 'Rinso 
White, Rinso Bright, Happy Little Wash Day 
Song'" —she confesses with a laugh. 


But her dream, she insists, was always to 


be an opera star, and her career got under 
way officially when she was 17, in 1945, via 
a debut with the Philadelphia Civic Opera in 
Carmen. For the next two years she toured 
the country with the Charles Wagner Opera 
Company (singing 63 Mkraelas, a leading 
role In Carmen, and 54 Violettas in Tra- 
mala). In October 1955, after nine auditions 
with the New York City Opera, she made 
her debut with that company. The rest is his- 
tory. She has since triumphed in all the ma- 
jor opera houses of the world and with all 
the major symphonies of this country and 
'many in Europe. 


But music is only one side of Beverly Sills' 


public profile. On the other side is Beverly 
Sills the author and Beverly Sills the televi- 
sion personality. Her first hook, a self- 


portrait entitled Buttles, was recently 
published and is enjoying brisk sales. "The 
'title comes from an endearment my mother 
and two brothers forced on me at birth be- 
cause 1 was bom with an enormous bubble, 
of spit in my mouth," she says. "The doctor 
said it was an omen, and they had to call me 
'Bubbles.' The name has stuck." 


Her television show. Lifestyles 
with 


Beuerlji Sills, is telecast by WNBC-TV once 
a week in the metropolitan New York area 
and will be syndicated in 40 cities in the U.S. 
and Canada next fall. "It's a topical show 
with celebrities," she explains. "I've had 
wonderful chats with Zero Mostel, Lily 
Tomlin and many other celebrities. I've also 
talked with the sons of two Presidents — 
Jack Carter and Jack Ford — about the 
problems of growing up in a political family. 


"The show's main emphasis," she says "is 


on public affairs." Specifically, that means 
such controversial topics as alcoholism, the 
problems of single parents and homosexual- 
ity, all of which Beverly has discussed un- 
flinchingly with her guests. One broadcast. 


Working with Beverly Sills wasn't work — 


it was a picnic. No matter how tired I got, I 
always looked forward to rehearsals. We 
laughed and giggled all the time. She's such 
a joyful lady; she certainly explodes the 
myth that opera stars have to be tempera- 
dental. We got along so fabulously, in fact, 
that after the taping, when I had to fly back 
to California, we both started crying. I felt 
like I was graduating from high school and 
we were going off to different colleges. As a 
result, we now see each other every chance 
we get. 


Its very strange how we met. I had a spe- 


cial to do for CBS. and Ken and Mitzie 
Welch — they wrote all the musical material 
for the show — and I were mulling over 
who'd be marvelous to team with. They 
suggested Beverly. I didn't think she could

do it, not with her busy schedule. Ken said, 
"Call her anyway. AH she can do is say no." 
But she said yes. My husband [producer Joe 
Hamilton] called her first, and then she and I 
had a long talk over the phone before we ac- 
tually met, but I knew right off 1 would love . 
her. She was coming out to play the title role 
in Donizetti's Lucreria Borgia and was .going . 
to stay at the Beverly Hills Hotel — we now 
call it the Beverly Sills — so I picked her up 
at the hotel one afternoon to get acquaint- 
ed, and we never stopped talking. 


She's a remarkable person and very ver- 


satile. You remember those old Betty Grabte 


movies in which she'd pick up a sheet of 
music, take one look at it, throw it down and 
know it letter-perfect? Well, that's Beverly. 
She sang everything..'We wailed together 
.and had a great time. She even tap-danced, 
and we did a sketch together. To my know- 
ledge, she'd never done a comedy sketch in 
her life. 


There's something unique about Beverly. I 


feel. It's her human ness. Fans worship her, 
and I'm sure they put her on a pedestal, but 
she refuses to'accept any adulation. She 
possesses a down-to-earth quality. You feel 
you realty know her. Her giggle, her laugh, 


comes from.her belly and her toes. It's sin- 
cere. Beverly was staying in Los Angeles re- 
cently and was my husband's date to see 
Same Time Next Year, the play I am cur- 
rently doing. 


One of the nicest things Beverly did for 


me was get me started on a new custom. 
Last year, we spent Thanksgiving together, 
and after dinner, while we sat there, all ner- 
vous, waiting to see the airing of our special. 
Sifts and Burnett at the. Met, she hauled out 
a huge book she'd brought along. It must 
have dated back over 200 years, full of all 


. their Thanksgivings. Each year they take 


pictures and everyone writes comments. So 
we added ours. too.

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which focused on living with a handicapped 
child, hit particularly close to home, her 
daughter Muffy, 18, was bom deaf, and her 
son Peter Jr., 16. is mentally retarded and is 
in a special school in Massachusetts, where 
one of her three stepdaughters (by Mr. 
Greenough's first marriage) has been since 
1959. 


"The discovery of my children's problems 


seriously altered my life," she observes. 
"The first questions I asked when 1 learned 
of their tragedies was a serf-pitying 'Why 
me?' Then, gradually, it changed to a much 
more important 'Why Them?' Despite their 
handicaps, they have shown enormous 
strength in continuing to live as normal lives 
as possibM. How could 1 show any less?" 


She derives a great deal of that strength, 


she believes, from "the act of giving." She 
takes particular pride in her activities as na- 
tional chairperson of the March of Dimes' 
Mothers' March on Birth Defects, which has 
helped to raise dose to $30 million for that 
organization in the years since she became 
associated with it in 1971. She has heart- 
ened and encouraged the parents of birth- 
defected children through meetings with 
them at Mothers' March chapters all over 
the country. 


"I've traveled hundreds of thousands of 


miles and made hundreds of speeches on 
behalf of birth-defected children. My hus- 
band and I felt that we wanted to concen- 
trate all our efforts in the area where we had 
been most seriously and most tragically 
affected." 


The discovery of her children's problems 


was also a turning point in her singing career 
because it triggered a lightning-swift insight 
into her life and brought about "a kind of 
serenity and a. new maturity," Beverly says. 


_ "Instead'of using my singing just to build a 


career, 1 began singing for pure pleasure. > 


"I was singing not because I wanted to be 


Beverly Sills Superstar but because I needed 
to sing — desperately. My voice poured out 
more easily because it no longer seemed im- 
portant whether everyone loved me or not 
— more important now was for me to love 
them. Feeling that way turns your whole life 
around — living becomes the act of giving. 
When 1 do a performance now, 1 still need 
and like the adulation of an audience, but 
my real satisfaction comes from what 1 have 
given myself." 


After a long pause, she adds, "The stage 


nas always been a great escape for me. I get 
to the theater and can be somebody else for 
three hours. What other profession can offer 
as much?" 


In the fall she will tape a one-act opera for 


television to be broadcast nationwide early 
next* year. Television, she feels, is a 
marvelous outlet for opera and increasingly 
a lure for her talents. She has been a fre- 
quent guest on late-night talk shows and 
was invited to take over from Barbara Wal- 
ters when she left the Not For Women Only 
show. "If 1 wanted to let it, a career in televi- 
sion could blossom," she says. "But right 
now I don't want to tie myself down to any 
one thing. I can afford to play it cool. I can 
do what I want, unlike a great many singers 
who have reached th« stage in life that I 
have. I feel much more secure and much 


• easier than those ladies do." 


Beverly is an outspoken advocate of gov- 


ernment aid to the arts, and her efforts on 
behalf of American artists and American 
music have been legion — and effective. In

a speech to the National Press Club in 
Washington, she stressed the desirability 
and need for government aid to the arts, 
dismissing the question of where the funds 
were tp come from with the statement: "I 
have never heard of a.war going out of busi- 
ness for lack of funds.." And when she went 
to Albany with the Concerned Citizens for 
the Arts in New York State to urge passage 


of the $30.5 million requested for the arts in 
the governor's budget, she addressed a 
group of legislators in a committee room 
prior to the budget hearing, declaring, "Art 
is the signature of a civilization:" The 
amount allotted to the arts in the final vote 
was $32 million. 


"A recent Harris poll taken nationally 


found that over 60 percent.of those polled 


would be willing to give $5 above their in- 
come tax if it were to go to the arts," she 
says. "I think that's remarkable. I wonder if 
they took a poll of the same group, asking if 
they would give $5 to support the next war, 
what the result would be. Politicians talk 
about the people's wfll. Well, the will of the 
people is to beautify their lives. Peo- ™n 
pie would rather make art than war."

Fill a fruit jar with water 
and use as a weight to hold down plate. 


5. Cover container with a thin cloth and put in 


a dry, well-ventilated place. Check container 
every day and remove scum which forms on top 
of brine. 


6. Watch depth of brine: if it appears to be eva- 


porating rapidly, add more to keep cucumbers 
well covered. Pickle usually takes 3 to 4 weeks to 
develop even color and good flavor. 


7. Prepare quart-size canning jars. If desired, a 


small red pepper or a piece of a large one, a few 
sprigs of dill and a teaspoon or more of light mus- 
tard seed may be added to each quart jar of pic- 
kle. Do not add garlic or onion without boiling it 
5 minutes. 


8. Pack pickle to "/2 inch of top of jar. Strain 


brine:" * boil it 5 minutes and pour over pickles. 
Brine should end about Vt inch from top of jar. 


9. Wipe off anything spilled on top or threads 


of jar. Put dome lid'on jar; screw band tight. 
10. Prepare to process. Have water in canner at 
the just-beginning-to-boil point. Slowly lower jar 
straight down so the entire bottom of the jar 
touches the water at the same instant. (That re- 
duces the chance of breakage from thermal 
shock.)

GREATEST STUNTMAN 


For Hal Needham, leaping from the tops of buildings and 
engulfing himself in flames are part of a routine day. 


ByMaiyLong 


Hal Needham is a high roller. He'll roll 


through a building window 20 stories 
above the ground or off a horse going - 
nearly 50 miles per hour or out of an air- 
plane while attached to a parachute that 
has been tied together at the top. As the 
worlds best stuntman. Needham thinks his 
working day has been easy if he doesn't 
break his back {for the third time) or his leg 
(for the 43rd). 


Needham is the only stuntman good 


enough to work every day. He's seen con- 
stantly on TV (Charlie's Angels. The Six 
Million Dollar Man. Baretta. Mannix) and 
in films (Lucky Lady. Gable and Lombard. 
Gator. Nickelodeon) and makes a six- 
figure income for his efforts. 


Most stuntmen only have two or three 


areas of specialiiation. Needham is an ex- 
pert in a wide variety of stunt categories: 
he's considered the best at Western stunts 
(horse falls, stunt rides, saddle falls, stage- 
coach and wagon wrecks}, fist fights, high 
falls, fire stunts (he's one of the few who 
will work fully engulfed in flames) and 
aerial stunts. He also can do anything with 
a car, truck, motorcycle or boat. 


For example, he recently jumped a 


truck across a 112-foot drainage ditch with 
only a seat belt and a harness for protec- 
tion. The truck landed 120 feet from the 
launch point and reached a height of 23 
feet. Needham broke his back, and the 
truck was totally destroyed, but 25 of his 
fellow stuntmen turned out to see if he 
could make the jump. 


He recently set a boat-jumping record as 


Needham ready to fell a horseman 


he sent a boat 138 feet through the air in 
the middle of a Georgia swamp white mak- 
ing a Hurt Reynolds film. Soon afterwards. 
he enjoyed jumping out of an airplane to 
knock a guy off a horse. The plane soared 
down, and Needham launched himself at 
a horseman who was clocked doing more 
than 35 m.p.h. 


Needham likes to add what he calls a 


"little personal ingenuity" to those tried* 
and-true stunts you see on the screen. Al- 
most every Western film ever made in- 
cludes the stunt where the Indian or out- 
law jumps from his horse to the stagecoach 
and then leaps onto the lead horses. "I find 
that easy and kinda boring," says Need- 
ham. So. he prefers to jump onto the 
backs of the last pair of a team of eight 
horses and leap from one pair to the next 
until he reaches the two lead horses. 


'It's the little added bonus of realism that 


makes the difference between an ade- 
quately done stunt and a really convincing 
one," he says. 


Needham is a country boy, and you 


can't miss it. The great-grandson of a 
Black Foot Indian and the son of Missouri 
sharecroppers, he spent much of his early 
life doing "stunts" without his realizing it. 
He grew up around horses and livestock 
and became a strong and daring rider. He 
left scjiool early to earn a living and got his 
first work as a "treetopper" (climbing and 
cutting trees for lumbermen). When he 
joined the Army a few years later, they 
made him a parachute tester. 


After the service, he returned to "tree- 


topping" but .took a day off to try his luck 
when he heard Warner Bros, needed 
parachutists and wing jumpers for The 
Spirit oj St. Louis. Needham found his 
niche diving out of planes for that film, but 
the real kickoft for his caieet came when a 
director spotted the ruggedly handsome 
kid on the movie set and.made him a 
"double" for actor Richard Boone in the 
old TV show Houc Gun, Will Travel. 


What makes a man risk life and limb day 


after day? Needham says he does stunts 
primarily because he is a natural athlete 
and they come easily to him. 


He also is one of Hollywood's favorite 


characters. When he recently celebrated 
his 40th birthday — and his 20th year in 
the business — everyone from John 
Wayne to Gregory Peck turned up for the . 
party. Needham attended the gala in his 
customized pickup truck, dressed head to 
toe in denim, an outfit known in Holly- 
wood as "Ncsdham's Tuxedo." He lives in 
a big Hollywood Hills mansion with his 
roommate, actor Burt Reynolds. 


Needham works out every day and fol- 


lows a rigorous exercise regimen. He says 
he probably could continue his career for 
another decade or more with no problem. 
But he won't. "I've got four — maybe five 
— years left to be the very best stuntman 
in the business," he says. "So four 
ra| 


or five years is all I've got to go."

12 Ways To Save Money 


On Health Care 


1. Make a money-management plan for 


health. Know where your money goes. Its 
your first step toward expert money 
management. 


2. Have regular checkups. Catch prob- 


lems before they get serious. 


3. Prevent home accidents. Do periodic 


maintenance and repair checks. Keep poi- 
sons, flammables and medicines away 
from children. 


4. Learn first-aid basics. Be prepared for 


emergencies with an adequate first-aid kit 
in home and car. 


5. Learn about teui-cosf or free health 


care. These should include well-baby clin- 
ics, free immunizations and tests. Also 
check community services offered by state 
agencies and medical schools. 


6. Compare insurance plans and the 


coverages they offer. 
Group insurance 


usually costs less than individual policies. 


7. Insure adequately. Particularly impor- 


tant for major expenses — long illnesses, 
severe accidents, etc., that could be real 
economic hardships. 


8. Update insurance coverage. Insur- 


ance should be adapted to fit changing 
needs, such as bigger responsibilities and 
new children. 


9. Buy drugs by generic name. It's much 


cheaper if someone needs a prescription 
drug regularly. Ask your doctor about the 
least expensive way to purchase drugs. 
10. Update immunizations for communi- 
cable diseases. 
11. Keep careful records of medical and 
health-related expenses. It can save you 
dollars at tax time. 
12. Stay fit. That means a good diet, ade- 
quate rest and healthy, active exercise. It's 
your best "no-cost"' health care. 


If Shoes Are Made For Jogging 
Don't Wear Them For Tennis 


Jogging may be good for you, but jogging 
shoes are not if they are used for the 
wrong sport, says Dr. John Billings, a 
physiologist from the Univ. of Connec- 
ticut. Wearing jogging shoes for tennis and 
other court games could result in ankle 
strains, sprains and breaks because of the 
jogging-shoe design — a built-up heel ta- 
pering to a thin sole at the toe. "This 
design is excellent for facilitating weight 
transfer from heel to toe during jogging," 
says Dr. Billings. The hazard comes when 
the shoes are worn for sports in which 
quick stops and turns are required. The 
person's toes become jammed, and when 
he tries to turn quickly, the ankle is likely to 
turn over. Is there a shoe to wear for just 
about anything? Dr. Billings says the best 
"general athletic shoe1' has a flat sole so 
the heel and toe remain parallel to the 
ground. 
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All About Leases 


(How To Protect Your Rights) 


A lease is a written contract between the 
owner of a home (landlord) and the renter 
of his home (tenant). It usually fixes all 
terms so no changes can be made for a 
year. Can you rent a home without a 
lease? Yes — but without a lease terms can 
change with 30 days' (or less) notice. 
Your lease should contain the following 
information: 
• Names. You. landlord, your addresses. 
• Description. Of the building or the 
apartment you are renting. 
• Dotes. Of your rental. 
• Renewal Can the lease be renewed, 
and when? 
• Rent. Amount and due date. When can 
it be raised? Penalty for late payment?

Positive Vibes 


Listening to rock music while studying 
doesn't hurt teenagers' concentration a bit. 
says Ohio Univ. researcher James L. 
Franklin. "Teenagers are using rock music 
to accompany many activities. In fact, 
many feel incomplete without the ever- 
present beat of this music." Franklin gave 
reading comprehension tests to three 
groups of Sth-graders. One group took the 
test with loud rock 'n' roll playing, another 
with music at low volume and-the third 
with no music. He found no difference in 
their scores. From his experiment he also 
found that teens prefer to study with music 
playing at 80 to 90 decibels — the'level of 
'sound from a diesel truck traveling 40 
m.p.h., 50 feet away. 


Prolong The Life 
Of Cut Flowers 


Keep flowers longer by- giving them the 
proper kind of care. 
1. Cut or buy flowers in the bud stage. 
2. Flowers should be hardened as soon as 
they are brought into the home. To hard- 
en, cut about JA inch off the stem on an 
angle, and insert into a bucket of warm 
water {75°-95° F.) for four hours. (Since 
daffodils emit a fluid when cut, they should 
not be combined with other flowers during 
the hardening process.) Recut stems and 
add fresh water every two days. 
3. The most important thing for long life of 
cut flowers is a flower preservative. Re- 
search at Michigan State Univ. showed 
that sugared, citrus-flavored, carbonated 
soft drinks make effective preservatives. 
The experts recommend mixing one part 
water with each part soft drink and adding 
Va teaspoon of chlorine bleach to each 
quart of the solution. 
4. Cut flowers early in the morning or late 
in the afternoon. They should be cut sev- 
eral hours before they are to be used to al- 
low for conditioning (hardening). Cut 
flowers with a sharp knife. (Dull shears or 
scissors will crush the stem and partially 
close some of the tubes that are needed to 
absorb and transmit water.) Strip off lower 
leaves that will be covered by water and 
thereby will encourage bacterial growth. 
Keep flowers in a cool place at night. 


Keep Your Rings 
Looking Great 


You can keep your rings — old or new — 
at their prettiest with regular care. Clean 
them once a month with hot water and de- 
tergent or cold water and ammonia. 
(Pearls, opals, and turquoise are excep- 
tions and should be polished with a dry 
cloth.) Soak, scrub them with a tooth- 
brush, rinse, then dry. Be sure to check the 
stones often to see that they're secure. If 
loose, return the ring to your jeweler. In 
any case, take your rings to your jeweler 
every year or two for a professional 
mounting inspection and a cleaning. Re- 
move rings for heavy housework, swim- 
ming and gardening. Store in a cloth-lined 
jewelry box. Keep diamonds separate; 
since they're the hardest substance known 
to man, they're bound to scratch softer 
stones and metals.
